NEW YORK—tThe fifteenth an- 
niversary of the founding of the 
Hebrew University in Jerusalem 
was observed this week at a meet- 
ing in the auditorium of the So- 
ciety for the Advancement of Juda- 
ism.

5,000 Visas Idle 
As Consuls Ousted

PARIS—Ousting of American 
consular officials from Poland by 
the Nazi authorities has raised the 
problem of how to distribute the 
approximately 5,000 immigration 
visas available for Poland under 
the present American quota, expir- 
ing at the end of June. 


Hardly more than a thousand 
visas have been issued under the 
present quota of 6,000, since dis- 
tribution was halted when the war 
began. More than 5,000 applicants 
registered with the American con- 
sulate in Warsaw for years could 
be rescued from Nazi-occupied Po- 
land if they were able to utilize the 
unissued visas.

“This group of persons, who 
have the highest positions in the 
American Government and who 
like to join themselves to repre- 
sentatives of ‘real Americanism’ 
and ‘defenders of democracy,’ is 
basically bound with unbreakable 
bonds to international Jewry,” the 
purported document said. “For 
those Jewish internationalists, who 
have the interest of their race 
above all else to place Roosevelt 
upon this ‘idealistic’ post as a de- 
fender of human rights was a gen- 
ial chess move.”

The Jewish Post of Indianapolis 
lists “the minimum characteristics 
without which an individual could 
hardly be expected to be included 
as a ‘good Jew’: (a) Attends at 
least one Friday night service per 
month in addition to all important 
holiday services; (b) Is a mem- 
ber of a synagogue and at least 
one other Jewish organization, 
such as the B’nai B’rith, his Jew- 
ish community center, Zionist dis- 
trict, etc.; (c) Gives at least as 
much as one week’s income to his 
annual united Jewish campaign; 
(d) Sends his children to Hebrew 
school perhaps, but certainly to 
Sunday school; (e) Subscribes to 
at least one Jewish publication. 
Other questions include observance 
of Kashrut, allegiance to Zionism, 
knowledge of Jewish history, but 
to add these would make the ‘good 
Jew’ group as small as the total 
number of legendary ‘tzaddikim.’ ” 


Question: Do you have to attend 
services in the summer, too, or just 
during the winter nights when it is 
not snowing? Can one just join this 
“one other” organization, or does 
one have to attend meetings; and, 
further, will any organization do, 
such as a Men’s Club which plays 
pinochle every two weeks? Is the 
word “perhaps” in section (d) to 
be taken as a sort of apology to 
all the “good” Jews who object to 
the serious study of Hebrew? May 
one subscribe to just any maga- 
zine, or must it be The Reconstruc- 
tionist?

T picture that is worth 10,000 words was 

printed on the front page of last week’s Jewish 
Post. If you recall, a mother and her two sons 
were shown pushing through a crowd around a 
breadline, each carrying a prized loaf of bread.

face shows a pitiful satisfaction, and perhaps a 
trace of shyness that the loaves of bread should 
means so much to her little family, and that too, 
in public; and the smaller son betrays, bewilder- 
ment; he is confused and close to tears. 

Can you visualize yourself getting so aroused 
over a a loaf of bread? Can you picture yourself 
in such a situation that a loaf of bread would mean 
so much to you? Probably not. None of us here, 
not even the most sympathetic Jew in Indiana, feels 
what is acutally happening to Polish and German 
Jews. Perhaps it is better that way. 


Obituaries Premature 


HOSE anglo-Jewish publications which a few 

short years ago were condescendingly predict- 
ing the early demise of the Yiddish Press in the 
United States will have to postpone their obitu- 
aries for the time being. Whereas ten years ago, 
with immigration practically stopped, and with 
the younger generation no longer growing up in 
homes where Yiddish was spoken almost all the 
time today the situation is radically different. Not 
only has the influx of refugees from Germany 
and Central Europe created a vast fieldyof po- 
tential subscribers for the Yiddish Press, but the 
Yiddish Press is doing such a superior job of 
journalism in comparisén with the Anglo-Jewish 
Press, that it almost behooves Jews who wish to 
be informed on current happenings to learn to 
read Yiddish. 

No Anglo-Jewish newspaper, not even the larg- 
est and most affluent, has any correspondent in 


Europe, or for that matter in Palestine, or for 
that matter in the nation’s capital, Washington, 
D. C. Of course, there is the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency which most Anglo-Jewish papers pur- 
chase, but what large newspaper depends entirely 
on one news service. 

The Yiddish Press on the other hand has done 
a particularly effective job in coverage of news 
events of the past few months. In fact, the re- 
porting in sueh papers as The Forwards, and The 
Jewish Morning Journal, can be classed with 
some of the best work done by correspondents for 
our large metropolitan dailies. 

The Yiddish Press may some day actually lay 
itself down and announce its passing, but before 
that time many another publication will, because 
of lack of reader interest or lack of support or 
both, have long been consigned to the limbo 
of dead newspapers.

How Mobilizers Treat Others’ Views, American 
Jewish Outlook Shows—In a recent issue of The 
Commonweal, Mr. Lawrence Phelan, writer and 
business man, contributes an article “An Eve- 
ning With The Mobilizers” in which he describes 
a debate between a Mobilizer and a member of a 
“Tolerance Group.” The article will appeal to all 
who love a good debate because this one violated 
every principle of fairness and every rule of de- 
bating. It will also make uncomfortable those 
who maintain that it is possible to appeal to an 
audience’s sense of fair play. 


In an auditorium fairly covered with signs and 
placards advocating intolerance, the “impartial” 
chairman of the evening arose, and said that “he 
had the distinct pleasure to present Mr. Henry 
McDonough of the tolerance group.”

“He spoke,” Mr. Phelan tells us, “under as 
great a handicap as I have ever seen a man speak, 
for about ten minutes.” Every thing he said 
was greeted with boos and shouted denials. An- 
other curious thing that Mr. Phelan noted was 
that the heckling was done entirely by women. 
Maybe Franco “has a way” with this class of 
women who join the Christian Mobilizers! 

The speaker then reminded his Christian Mobil- 
izers that Christ was a Jew. This was the signal 
for an uproar. The women shouted, “He was not.”
